NEW SECTION. Sec. 101. It is essential that the legislature8

improve the accountability and efficiency of the department of9

transportation. Taxpayers must know that their tax dollars are being10

well spent to deliver critically needed transportation projects. To11

accomplish this, a legislative transportation accountability committee12

must be established to provide oversight on transportation projects.13

The legislative transportation accountability committee will replace14

and assume the duties and responsibilities of the legislative15

transportation committee and, additionally, report to the public on how16

tax dollars are spent on projects funded by new transportation taxes17

under this act.18

The department of transportation shall1

prepare and submit to the transportation commission twice each year a2

comprehensive audit report on each transportation project funded by3

this act. The report shall be known as the "transportation4

accountability audit." At a minimum, the report must include the5

following elements:6

(1) Project status and any scope changes;7

(2) Estimated completion date and cost, noting any changes from8

past estimates;9

(3) Actual project expenditures as compared with projected10

expenditures;11

(4) Any changes in financing for each project;12

(5) Claim or change orders that result in greater than a five13

percent cumulative increase in project cost, or greater than sixty days14

of delay;15

(6) Status of any required permits;16

(7) Mitigation efforts to relieve both traffic and environmental17

impacts;18

(8) Evaluation of work force effectiveness, including both state19

employees and contractors;20

(9) Outlook for the upcoming year, including projected21

accomplishments and challenges;22

(10) Copies of any accountability reports filed with the federal23

highway administration; and24

(11) Any other useful information the committee or commission25

requests.26

NEW SECTION. Sec. 104. The transportation commission must review27

the proposed transportation accountability audit submitted by the28

department. After reviewing the information contained therein, the29

commission may request additional information or data, or ask for30

clarifications. The commission is prohibited from changing any of the31

data contained in the audit report.32

After conducting its review, the commission must forward the33

transportation accountability audit to the legislative transportation34

accountability committee.35

(3) The committee must publish and make the transportation22

accountability audit report available to the public in both print and23

electronic media.24

(4) In addition to its regular staff, the committee may retain25

planners, consultants, and other technical personnel to advise it in26

the performance of its duties, assist in the review of the27

transportation accountability audit, and to assist in other audits28

initiated by the committee.29
